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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another 
filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for 
patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty 
defined in section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a 
national application published under section 122(b) only if the 
international application designating the United States was published under 
Article 21(2) (a) of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that 
a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for the purposes of 
this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed 
under the treaty defined in section 351(a) . 

2. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Ooba et al. 

Ooba et al discloses an optical element (Fig. 10A and Fig. 
10B) comprising: 

a substrate (34) having or not having channel for optical 
waveguide; and 

a material which has a refractive index higher than that of 
the substrate an is filled in the channel for optical waveguide 
or is disposed on the substrate (32); wherein 
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the refractive index in a part of the material varies 
substantially periodically in the direction of light propagation 
(31). The refractive index in a part of the material varies 
substantially periodically in the direction perpendicular to the 
direction of light propagation (see the direction of 31). The 
part of resin is formed by using the photo-hardening (see column 
16, lines 31-35) . The optical element further comprises a 
temperature controlling elements (see Fig, 13, 74). The 
material is resin (column 16, line 32). A mask or light 
shielding plate is used to irradiate onto the surface (column 
16, lines 34-35) . The methods of fabricating the optical 
element are inherently met by the disclosure of the invention, 
because all of the claimed limitations are met by the prior art. 

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. 

Xu et al discloses a planar waveguide comprising a core 
that is formed by using a UV-curing method. 

Paiam discloses a planar waveguide comprising gratings 
formed on the core. 

Ridgway et al discloses a planar waveguide having a core 
and gratings in the channel.
